Percentage of Increase 

The summary shows consistent in 
crease at the census of 1919, as com- 
pared with that for 1914. In the or- 
der of their importance from a per: 
centage «standpoint the increases for 
the several items rank as follows: 
Wages, 202.2 per cent; maerials, 171 
per cent; value of products, 170 per 
cent; value added by manufacture, 
168.7 per cent; salaries, 115.8 per 
cent; wage éarners, 98.5 per cent; 
galaried employees, 591. per cent, 
capital, 56.2 per cent; primary horse- 
power. 46.7 per cent, proprietors and 
firm members, 42.6 per cent; and 
number of establishments, 33 per 
cent. - 

The capital invested, as reported 
in 1919, shows a gain of $57,180,000, 
or 56.2 per cent, over that in 1914, 





was approximately $62,000 in 1919 
and $53,000 in 1914. 

The cost of materials used in 1919 
shows an increase over that for 1914 
of $100,785,000, or 171 per cent. The 
average cost of materials per estab- 
lishment in 1919 was approximately 
$63,000, and in 1914 $31,000, includ 
ing the cost of fuel, mill supplies and 
rent of power and heat. 

Value of Products 

The value of products in 1919 shows 
an increase over that in 1914 of $175,- 
869,000, or 170 per cent. The aver: 
age per establishment in 1919 was 
approximately $110,000 and in 1914 
$54,000. 

Value Added by Manufacture 

The value added by manufacture 
represents the difference between the 
cost of materials used and the value 
of the products manufactured from 
them. The value added by manu- 
facture jin 1919 shows an increase 
over that in 1914 of $75,119,000, or 
168.7 per cent. The value added by 
manufacture in 1919 formed 42.8 per 
cent of the total value: of products 
and in 1914 43 per cent.

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But the great change was in the 
citizenry itself. What was left of the 
patriotic old-stoek generation that had 
fought the Civil war, and subsequently 
controlled politics, had become vener- 
able and was little heeded.
